The Soldiers’ Bounty Land bill, now pending 
in the Senste, is a bill to confer the smallest 
possible benefit upon the soldiers, at the largest 
possible cost to the country. The Government, 
long ago, offered its public lands (by the Home- 
stead law) to actual settlers, including soldiers, 
for nothing. This bill virtually repéals the 
Homestead law, for it sweeps away the entire 
public domain. If the Homestead act was a 
wise and beneficent measure, this Bounty bill is 
an unwise and nefarious one. We lay down the 
proposition as indisputable, that no man needs to 
get land for less than nothing. Any soldier 
can get 160 acres of land for 
nothing. He ought not to have it any cheaper. 
If it is the money-value of the land that is 
wanted, then far better would it be to appro- 
priate the amount from the Treasury, and renew 
the income-tax to raise it, for the land is a fixed 
and limited quantity, while the money that can 
be raised by taxation is practically without limit. 
If theamount of money which the soldiers 
would actually get out of the Bounty Land bill 
could be accurately estimated and separated 


from the expected gains of speculators, it would 
not require an enormous appropriation to satisfy 
their claims. 


The amendments proposed to the Criminal 
Code of New York, by Mr. Clinton, an attorney 
of New York City, have been presented to the 
State Assembly in the shape of three bills, and 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. One 
amendnient establishes a fixed penalty for per- 
sons convicted of murder under insanity, the 
penalty to be imprisonment in a State lunatio 
asylum for a term of not less than fifteen nor 
more that thirty years. Another proposes to. 
divide the crime of murder into two degrees. 
In this he holds that all killing, unless it be 
manslaughter or justifiable homicide, should be 
murder in the first degree, if perpetrated from 
a premeditated and deliberate design to effect the 
death of the pérson killed, or of any other human 
being; or when perpetrated by any act immi- 
nently dangerous to others, evincing a depraved 
mind regardless of human life; although with- . 
out any premeditated design to effect the death 
ofany particular individual; or when perpe- 
trated without any design to effect death by a 
yereon engaged in the commission of any felony; 
and that such killing, unless it be marder in 
the first degree, or manslaughter, or excusable 
or justifiable homicide, shall be murder in the 
second degree when perpetrated intentionally, 
without premeditation.” The other prominent 
feature of Mr. Clinton’s code is, that whenever | 
“a convict shall be sentenced to the punish- 
ment of death, the Court, or a major part there- 
ot, of whom the presiding Judge shall always bo 
one, ehall issue a warrant stating such convic- 
tion and sentence, and appointing the day of 
exegution, which shall not be less than twelve 
weéks, nor mere than sixteen, from the time of 
the sentence.” &

THE VALUE OF IMPUDENCE. 

There can be no doubt of the value of impu- 
dence as an economical force in life. There is 
no surer way to get gold than to lay in a good 
stock of brass. By moral impudence some men 
have even reached canonization. By social im- 
pudence, many aman, without a dollar in his 
pocket, or an idea in his head, or a drop of blue 
blood in his veins, has shouldered his way into 
the very penetralia of good society. Impu- 
dence may be carried to the verge of sublimity, 
and, for a time, may daz De world. Impu- 
dence has pushed its possessor to the topmost 
heights of power more than once in our political 
history. In all the records of public im- 
pudenee, however, there has been 
hardly. anything to compete with the 
claim of John B. Alley, that his partner in the 
Credit.Mobilier, Mr. Oakes Ames, is entitled to 
a monument as a public benefactor. Of course, 
if Ames is entitled to a monument, Alley ought 
to have a shrine. These great publip benefac- 
tors are moved with virtuous indignation that 
they and their affairs should be subjected to of- 
ficial scrutiny, and that charges of bribery and 
corruption should be brought against them— 
they, the founders of the Credit Mobilier, which 
built the great Union Pacific Road over moun- 
taius, through deserts, and all that. 

Let us see how far their impudence is justi- 
fied, and how far their claim to the gratitude of 
the country will bear the test of pure mathemat- 
ics., After getting a donation of twenty-seven 
the right to raise twenty-seven millions more on 
first-mortgage bonds of the road, Mr. Oakos 
Ames, and Mr. John B. Alley, and the other pub-

HYDE PARK NUISANCE. 

In considering the issue between the City of 
Chicago aud the Town of Hyde Park, the ques- 
tion arises: What is the chief end of man? The 
catechism says it is to glorify God and enjoy 
Him forever. In an earthly sense, however, the 
chief end of man is to have a comfortable home. 
It is not the chief end of ‘man to kill hogs and 
‘pack pork; still leas to create and diffuse offen- 
sive odors which deprive us of comfortable 
homes. The City of Chicago includes among its 
many branches of trade the slaughtering and 
packing of beef and pork. In the management 
of ita internal transportation busipess it employs 
a vast number of animals, of which large num- 
bers die daily. The carcasses of these dead ani- 
mals, and the offal from the slatighter houses, 
at certain seasons, amount to 100 tons daily. 
The health of the city and the comfort of 
its people demand that this immense mass 
of animal matter shall be removed im- 
mediately. Some years ago a Company 
was chartered with suthority to purchase 
and remove all this stuff, and with author- 
ity to erect buildings, provide machinery, and 
generally carry on the business of mannfactur- 
ing this animal matter into various articles of 
commerce. The Company, in 1867,—a long time 
ago in the history of Chicago.—erected their 
works. near Ainsworth, a station on the Pitts- 
burgh & Fort Wayne Railway, and at that time 
within the Town of Calumet. From this station 
they had their tracks laid to à point south of the 
city, in the Town of Lake, to whieh point all the 
dead animal matter of the city was brought, 
placed on the cara, and hauled off to the factory. 
In the meantime, Chicago had made rapid strides 
southward, The submban Town of Hyde Park 
had obtained an expansion of its territorial lim- 
its by the addition of a large Alios of the Town of 
Calumet, including the factory and grounds of 
this Northwestern Fertilizing Company. How- 
ever remote this establishment may have been 
from the habitations of man in 1867, 
it is so no longer. Population has 
spread out all over the once uncovered 


the very boundaries of the city. A few weeks 
ago, the works of the Northwestern Fertilizing 
Company burned down. Under their contracts 
with the city, they are compelled to haul away 
the refuse animal matter every day, and, having 
no other place to put it, they have unloaded 
their cars upon the prairie, depending upon the 
frost and the liberal use of chemicals to keep 


they can restore their buildings and works. At 
this point thé people of Hyde Park interpose. 
They say that this Company has no authority, 
and never had authority, to create a nuisance ; | 
that the hanling of this stuff, and emptying it 
upon the fields at ‘the rate of 100 tons a day, is 
not only a nuisance, but an intolerable one. The 
authorities, therefore, by special ordinance, made 
it a penal offence to transport or haul any offal, 
dead animals, &c., into or through the village 
tain persons connected with the railway trains 
and fined them $50 each, The Fertilizing Com- 
pany have obtained a temporary injunction 
against interference by the anthorities of Hyde 
ent. 

his question, however, must be sottled at 
some time, and may as well be settled now. 
That the offal and dead animals are a nuisance 
to the city, that can only be prevented from be- 
coming pestilential by removal, is undoubted. 


Fertilizing Company, or of any other company, 
for the conversion of this dead animal matter 
into any other substance, is a nuisance, the 
people of this city, speaking from long experi- 
ence, will affirm as beyond controversy. The 
fact that the City of Chicago would not per- 
mit the location of such an éstablishment within 
or near ite limits is conclusive as to what 
Chicago thinks upon the subject. It follows, 
then, that the location of such an establishment 
in Hyde Park, or Evanston, or Riverside, or at 
any other place, must be equally a nuisande to 
area infected with ite fumes, and breathing the 
air rendered sickening and atrocious by its horri- 
ble odors. But it is claimed that. Chicago is 
great city, and a large portion of its commerce 

in the traffic in animals, and in the mea

and that wé must choose between sacrificing this 
imimense business and maintaining the nui- 
sance ; and that itis particularly ungracious for 
the people of Hyde Park to object to this nuis- 
ance when they are so much indebted to Chi- 
cago for their profits. The fact that it is a nui- 
sance cannot be denied so long as Chicago will 
not permit the works to be located in the city on 
any terms, 80 far. as the choice is be-

THE RAILROAD AID LAW OF 1869. 

In 1869, the Legislature of this State provided 
by law that, in all those counties, towns, and 
cities where bonds had been, or might be, issued 
in aid of railroads, so much of the State tax as 
might be collected upon an increase of assess- 
ment over that of 1868 should be held in the 
State Treasury, and applied to the payment of 
interest on said bonds. It further stipulated 
that all taxes levied and collected for State rev- 
enue from the property of euch railroads in 
such counties, towns, and cities should be set 
apart to the credit of such munidipal- 
ity, and applied to the payment of its 
railroad indebtedness. The bonds to which 
the benefits of thisact were to extend 
were to be registered in the office 
of the State Auditor, which officer was to be- 
come the fiseal agent of the municipslities in 
disbursing these funds. This act was wrong 
and unjust upon every principle of honesty and 
law. It was a release of certain localities from 
their proper share of taxation; it was an appro- 
priation of State revenue to pay local debts, and 
was an increase of taxation upon other parts of 
the State. In the reports of the Auditor for the 
last two years we find a statement of the amount 
of railroad aid bonds registered in 
They are thus stated:

The tax collected to pay interest, ete., on this 
debt for 187 and 1871 was $2,079,206, of which 
$176,565 was accounted for in abatements, com- 
missions, etc. The amount of State tax se- 
questered to pay these local debts was: 
1870, Tax om increased assessment........ ome

From the tax of 1872 there will probably be 
taken, at least, $125,000, and the amount will 
increase annually. The whole levy for State 
revenue im 1871 was five and one-balf mills. _ 
The revenue collscted under that levy and up- 
plied te this local debt was $95,000. Conse- 
quently, it was a release from State taxation of 
property in these privileged counties, towns, and 
cities having an assessed value of nearly 
$20,000,000. The Constitution in force in 1869, 
as well as the present Constitution, required that 
the tax for State purposes should be levied upon 
all property alike; it also prohibited the ‘State 
from lending its credit to, or assuming the debts 
of, any corporation. In the face of this, here is 
a proceeding which is a release of 620, 000, 000 
of property from taxation; or u loan of the 
credit and a pledge of the State revenues equal 
to the tax on $20,000,000 of property; or it is an 
annual appropriation of 6120, 000 to pay the in- 
terest on the local indebtedness of certain coun- 
ties, towns, and cities. However it may be re- 
garded, it is a gross fraud upon the other por- 
tions.of the State. Had the State, instead of 
following the practice of levying the taxes upon 
a one-fifth valuation, lowered the rates, and 
adopted the cash yaluation as the basis for taxa- 
tion, four-fifths of the State revenue in these 
privileged counties, towns, and cities would have 
been lost to the State, and would be op- 
plied to these local debts. There is nothing to 
justify or extenuate this diversion of the 
taxes for local purposes.
